9. Presentation: Lane Markings on Mass. Ave. Between Lockeland Ave. and Brattle St. 

Michael Rademacher, Director, Department of Public Works 

Mr. Rademacher presented to the Board the rationale behind the new road markings and explained they are the 
Department's answerto citizen input. Also, plans will be made for future bicycle lanes. 

Mr. Dunn thanked Mr. Rademacher for the steps he took and stated that he made a much better project because of 
the feedback they received. Mr. Dunn stated he was very, very happy with 
this new plan. 

Mr. Curro also thanked Mr. Rademacher for the revisions. 
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Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Rademacher if he would look atthe crosswalk between the High School 
and CVS, particularly near the bump-out. She is concerned with the students crossing at that location. 

Mr. Curro moved approval of the revised striping of Mass. Avenue between Lockeland Avenue and Brattle Street.

10. Update: Consolidated Financial Stakeholder Group 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Mr. Chapdelaine informed the Board on the progress of the Coordinated Finance Stakehold Group (CFSG). 

The group has been meeting since June, 2012 with the objective of making recommendations in regard to a 
coordinated finance department. The outcome of these meetings will be a recommendation document that will be 
provided to the Board and other boards and committees which play a role in the Town's financial operation. In 
December, the Committee will be releasing the recommendation document well in advance of the meeting in order 
to give the public ample time to review the document and consider potential feedback. Mr. Byrne, a member of the 
Committee, stated he believes the residents will support these recommendations and recognize the need for 
financial functions to be re-structured. Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Chapdelaine if the school financial function will be 
included with the Committee's recommendations and he stated thatthe school financial functions will likely be 
integrated later. Mr. Chapdelaine stated that there has been a greatdeal of discussions of how the School and 
Town work together. 

Mr. Dunn stated he looks forward to reading said report. 

Mrs. Mahon moved receipt of report. SO VOTED (4-0) 


11. Update: Hurricane Sandy Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Mr. Chapdelaine thanked all Town officials, Public Works Dept, employees, Tree Dept., Fire and Police Depts who 
all worked as a team during Hurricane Sandy. Mr. Chapdelaine said it 

was an incredible team across the board with people coming togetherto make sacrifices of their 
time and support the Town's efforts to respond to the storm. 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated that MEMA is in the process of determining whether Middlesex County will be eligible to 
receive federal disaster assistance as a result of Hurricane Sandy. MEMA is requesting thatthe Town submit an 
initial damage assessment report on private homes by Thursday November 8th. Town Officials are asking all 
residents who had property damage during this storm to please register this information with Emergency 
Management Officials. These reports will contribute to the initial assessment of damage in Arlington. 

Mr. Curro commended the Emergency ManagementTeam and all Town Departments fortheir 
Response and the flow of communication to the public.

Mr. Chapdelaine stated that on Thursday, November 8th, at 11 a.m., weather permitting, there will be a Ribbon 
Cutting Ceremony at Hurd Field. The public is invited to a brief ceremony to 
celebrate the Porous Pavement Project. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Chapdelaine if he would contact JRM regarding the yard waste that has 
not been picked up on Cottage Avenue. They collected the trash and recycling. Laura Kelly 
called several times last week and never received a called from the Dept, of Public Works or 
JRM. 

Mr. Dunn stated that during the storm he e-mailed the Public Works Dept, regarding a downed tree and was very 
impressed with the response time.

Mr. Dunn stated we have Iost400 trees in Arlington between the microburst and Hurricane Sandyand would like to 
have a discussion at a later time as to how we replace these trees. Mrs. Mahon stated that Representative 
Garballey was contacting Trees City USA regarding re- placement of trees damaged bythe mircoburst and 
Hurricane Sandyand she will keep us informed as to the progress. 

Mr. Dunn reminded citizens that they have until Friday, November 9th, to submitan application 
to serve on the Arlington Housing Authority to fill the vacancy created bythe resignation of Ms. 

Walsh. Said individual will be appointed until the April Election 2013 atwhich time that 
individual would have to run for a five yearterm.

will be incorporated as part of the 100th Anniversary of Town Hall. The Awards Committee received many worthy
